WHAT IS SCRIPTURAL 
HOLINESS

“Blessed be the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath bless- 
ed us with all spiritual blessings in 
heavenly places in Christ: According 
as he hath chosen us in him before the 
foundation of the world, that we 
should be holy and without blame be- 
fore him in love.” Eph. 1:3,4. 

This proves beyond a doubt that we 
were chosen in Him before the foun- 
dation of the world that we should be 
holy and without blame before Him 
in love. If you notice, this word is 
spelled H-O-L-Y. 

Turn to Luke 1:72-75 and read “To 
perform the mercy promised to our 
fathers, and to remember his holy 
covenant; the oath which he sware 
to our father Abraham, that he would 
grant unto us, that we being deliver- 
ed out of the hand of our enemies 
might serve him without fear, in holi- 
ness and righteousness before him, 
all the days of our life.” 

We find that this was to perform 
the mercies promised unto our fathers, 
to the remembrance of His holy cove- 
nant. We are to be delivered from the 
hands of our enemies, which of course, 
is Satan with his power to deceive, 
and to serve Him in holiness and 
righteousness all the days of our lives. 
This has reference to the present life. 

“Wherefore gird up the loins of your 
mind, be sober, and hope to the end 
for the grace that is to be brought un- 
to you at the revelation of Jesus 
Christ; as obedient children, not fash- 
ioning yourselves according to the 
former lusts in your ignorance; but 
as he which hath called you is holy, 
so be ye holy in all manner of conver- 
sation; because it is written, Be ye 
holy; for I am holy.” 1 Pet. 1:13-16. 

Peter here is quoting from Leviticus, 
and if you notice the 15th verse says, 
“Be ye holy in all manner of conver- 
sation.” The 16th verse says, “Because 
it is written, Be ye holy; for I am 
holy.” This means as God is holy so 
He expects His people to be holy. We 
can at least be as holy as our earthly 
example. Jesus was as much human as 
He was divine; tempted in all points 
like as we are, yet without sin. 

“For I am the Lord your God: ye 
shall therefore sanctify yourselves, 
and ye shall be holy; for I am holy; 
neither shall ye defile yourselves with 
any manner of creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth.” Lev. 11:44. 

This is God’s message to His people | 
to sanctify themselves, that is, thor- 
oughly cleansing their garments and 
making themselves ready. God thru 
their obedience to the law would make 
them holy. 

“Sanctity yourselves therefore, and 
be holy; for I am the Lord your God.” 
Lev. 20:7. This is a like message to 
God’s people. 

It is a fact that from the earliest 
existence of men it has been God’s will 
and purpose that he should be holy. 





“And the very God of peace sanctify 
you wholly; and I pray God your | 
whole spirit and soul and body be} 
preserved blameless unto the coming | 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 1 Thess. 
5:23. 

This is a threefold command, spirit, 
soul, and body. If you notice this word 
is spelled W-H-O-L-L-Y, which means 
“entirely holy.” 

This is enough Scripture to prove 
that we can have an inward cleansing, 
or a pure heart, and the whole man 
can be preserved from the evils of the 
world: There is an attainment of holi- 
ness for man in the body variously 
described in the Scripture as “heart 
purity,” “the body of sin is destroy- 
ed,” “dead indeed unto sin,” “sancti- 
fied wholly,” “perfect love,” “perfect 
holiness,” “loving God with all the 
heart.” 

What is the state of grace which 
these terms are employed to describe? 
What is it to be perfected in holiness? 
It is to be cleansed from all actual sin 
and original depravity. Sin exists in 
the soul in two modes or forms— ac- 
tual and original. 

The sins we have committed, or de- 
pravity, or the sinful nature which 
was ours before we were conscious of 
sinning, is called the “old man,” the 
“carnal mind,” while our transgres- 
sions are described as committing sin. 
From the first comes our guilt or con- 





sciousness of condemnation. We are 
guilty only for what we do and for 


what we are personally responsible 
for. Our personal transgressions meet 
us like an armed man. Our cry is, 
“Pardon our iniquity for it is great. 
God be merciful to me a sinner.” God 





hears our cry and takes away all our, 
sins so that “as far as the east is from | 
the west” that far God removes our| 
transgressions from us. This is the! 
great work of conversion, the new 
birth or new creature. We are saved | 
from all our transgressions. 

The second form of sin is called 
original. It is that state which we call 
sinful, but it is more properly called 
depravity, or that perseverance of our 
nature which comes of the fall. It was | 
in us before we were responsible for 
our acts. This latter state cannot be 
reached by pardon, for pardon only 
extends to actual transgressions and 
what we are personally responsible 
for. We are not responsible for origin- 
al depravity for it was born with us 
and it is not removed at conversion. 
Let us illustrate the idea: 

A man was converted, had a clear 
experience; he was full of joy; he 
sings of Jesus all the day; he felt no 
sin, therefore, judged he had none, It 
would not stir; he imagined it did not 
exist. For a few weeks he has perfect 
peace; he performs every duty and is 
seeking only the divine will. But in 
the midst of his duties and his joys 
a_man insults him. Anger arises in his 
heart for it is in the heart that anger 
has its seat. He at once thinks and 
supresses this anger turning away 
from his temptation. He feels sad and 
discouraged but there is something in 
his heart, he finds, that gives him 
trouble. He is humble before God and 
feels for the moment that possibly he 
is backslidden, but when he carefully 
examines himself he is sure that he 
has not. To the very best of his knowl- 
edge he is sure that he is only seeking 
to do the will of God. 

This is that original depravity that 
was not removed when his sins were 
forgiven him. Just as sure as I am 
writing this piece men do not get that 
depraved nature removed when they 
are justified by faith. I have had peo- 
ple to tell me that they were sancti- 


fied, and they can’t separate these 
blessings, while thousands of others 


tell us that after being justified by 
faith, having their transgressions re- 
moved, later on the light came on the 
cleansing power thru the blood and 
they began to plead the blood of Je- 
sus and the old man was crucified. 
As I stood in the altar one night a 
party came steeped in sin. After much 
prayer a change came over their face 
and they declared that Jesus had sav-" 
ed them. A friend knelt at their side 
and said, “Now plead the blood,” and 
in just a few minutes the glory flood- 
ed their soul and they arose shouting 
the praises of God. Someone said, 
“Now you can be filled with the Holy 
Ghost,” and kneeling at the altar again 
they bezan to praise God and the Holy 
Chost came in and spoke for Himself. 
It does seem to me that this is clear 
and definite, but my subject is Bible 
Holiness. 

We believe that a man is made holy 
when he is sanctified, he is then ready 
for the indwelling of the Holy Spirit 
which is the Holy Ghost. A pure heart 
then is one from which all sinful de- 
sires and tempers have been removed, 
such as pride, unbelief, anger, impa- 
tience, and love of the world. These 
evils no longer exist in any soul that 
has been cleansed by the blood of the 
Lamb. Humility has taken. the place 
of pride. Faith expels unbelief. Love 
quenches the fires of anger. Long suf- 
fering puts an end to impatience. 
Hence a pure heart is one in which 
has come the unmixed grace of faith, 
humility, patience, resignation, meek- 
ness and charity. So much as this 
would seem to be the radical primitive 
meaning of the term, pure entirely ex- 
presses trom all impure motives. 
Hence the word holiness is defined as 
pure and clean, as pure water, pure 
air, pure silver and gold. The Greek 
term “hatharos” means clean, pure, 
and occurs in the terms as “blessed 
are the pure in heart,” “charity out 
of a pure,” “holding the ministry of 
the faith in a good conscience,” “them 
that call on the Lord out of a pure

We live in an age where the scholars 
have denied God and made the most 
determined attack in history upon the
